“I found that the number of cases brought 
before United States commissioners in this 
district from July 1, 1892, to November 1, 
1893, to be 1,479. Of this. number 1,017 were 
held to bail, by the commissioners and 462 
were discharged. Of the 1,017 cases held to 
bail the grand jury refused to indict 4M, 
making 863 cases not of sufficient import- 
ance to warrant an indictment. It is not 
reasonable to charge the grand juries with 
a failure to perform their duty when, out of 
1,017 cases submitted to them, they found 
616 indictments; and it is but reasonable 
to suppose that upon sufficicnt testimony 
they would have found indictments against 
the other 40L cases submitted. It is also 
reasonable to calculate that 25 per cent of 
the cases upon which indictments are based 
will fail of conviction on a final trial before 
a petit jury. By taking this estimate as a 
basis and taking the entire expenses of 
the court in the district for the term covér- 
ed by my examination (from July 1, 1892, 
to November 1, 1893), viz., $237,559.94, we find 
that it costs the government $500 for each 
man convicted, and a large majority of the 
cases are, by a strained construction of the 
law, for retcing liquor. 

“Dissecting these facts and figures to ar- 
rive at the cause of this profilgate increase 
of expenses, I find that the difference be- 
tween the items of fees and expenses of 
marshals and amount paid witnesses fér 
the fiscal year 1891 to be $3,420.92: for the 
fiscal year 1892 to be $4,344.87; for the fiscal 
year 1893, including the months of July, 
August, September and October, to be 
$22,626.84. 

“This points very clearly to the fact 
that a very large sum of the amount ap- 
propriated for the expenses of the courts 
is unnecessarily expended in the payment 
of witnesses. When we take into consider- 
ation the fact that out of 1,479 cases tried 
by commissioners 462 were discharged and 
the grand jury failed to indict 401 of those 
held, making a total of 83 frivolous cases, 
with an average of three witnesses to each 
case, and the further fact that in the 401 
cases ignored by the grand jury the same 
witnesses (1,203) were re-subpenaed to tes- 
tify before the grand jury, we are forced 
to the conclusion that the greatest cause of 
this profligate increase is attributable in a 
very great degree to the trifling character 
of cases brought before the commissioner-. 

Startling State of Affairs. 

“To satisfy myself fully as to the char- 
acter of cases tried by the commissioners 
and the manner of proceedings before them, 
and to fully test the legality of the ac- 
counts of deputy marshals, I took the tes- 
timony of several persons who had been ar- 
rested and tried before commissioners, 
and of those who had attended as witness- 
es before them, aggregating 165 pages of 
typewritten matter, which I submit, marked 
exhibits A and B. Many of these witnesses 
I found in jail serving sentence. I also put 
myself in communication with -citizens in 
many parts of the districts, whose replies 
to my letters I also submit with the other 
testimony. 

“This testimony, if true, reveals a start- 
ling state of affairs in the judicature of 


the district. 

It appears from this evidence that many 
of the deputy marshals had subdeputies ap- 
pointed by themselves, whose business it 
was, by a well regulated system of espion- 
age, to work up cases for his principal and 
act as witness in the trial of the cases be- 
fore the commissioners, thereby receiving 
his mileage and per diem in addition to the 
pay allowed him by his employer. This 
subdeputy, of ‘boot-lick,’ as he is called by 
the mountaineers, would ‘spot’ a sufficient 
number of violators of the law to make a 
trip to the commissioner profitable, notify 
h’3 principal to meet him at a given point 
on the railroac, and together with the ac- 
cused they would go to the place of trial. 
(See pp. — Ex. —) 

Scouring the Country for Cases. 

“It also appears that some of the com- 
missioners had their professional witnesses 
whose duty it was to scour the country 
for violators of the revenue laws, report, 
swear out warrants and attend as a withess 
in the case and draw his per diem for at- 
tendance and mileage from the place of 
arresting defendant irrespective of the place 
of serving of the subpena. (See pp. —, 
Ex. —) 

“Again, the testimony shows that it was 
the practice of some of the deputies to visit 
the jails and offer inducements to prison- 
ers to inform on_ citizens for vio- 
lating the revenue laws, and when 
successful go take the informants from 
jail to the commissiones and hav? them 
swear out a warrant against his victim. 
(See pp. —, Ex. —). On this warrant the cit- 
{zen would be arrested, arraigned and the 
informing witness used as a witness in th» 
commissioner's court, get his per 
diem attendanc: and frequently mileage 
from his home to the place 
of trial, notwithstanding the fact that he 
actually traveled to testify only from the 
jail to the commissioner’s Office, distant in 
Birmingham but a few blocks. (See pp. 
—, Bx. —) 

“It appears also to have been the practice 
of some of the deputies to uSe every means 
to induce defendants to plead guilty, re- 
gardless of the facts in the case. ((See pp. 
—, Ex. —) 

‘‘These practices have been carried on to 
such an extent as not only to bring odium 
upon the department of justice, Lut to the 
very great harrassment of and injustice to 
many innocent citizens. The very sharp 
competition to. get business by such methods 
has caused the country and cities to be 
scoured for victims, who are hunted down 
and brought in from the ‘hedges and high- 
ways,’ until no ignorant man, however in- 
nocent, is safe in his liberty. Many cases, 
not only frivolous but criminally frivolous, 
were developed by the testimony. 

“IT call your attention especially to two 
of these cases, that of Anthony Gray, pp. 
— to —, in ex. A., and C. E. Willborn, pp. 
— to —, ex. A. 

One Victim Photographed. 

“Anthony Gray is a poor old negro, wey- 
enty-six years of age, with frosted head, 
body bowed down with years of servitude, 
and too ignorant to know his rights. He 
was arrested on the information of a pro- 
fessional witness, taken before a Wnited 
States commissioner, as a rtail liquor deai- 
er; intimidated into pleading guilty; bound 
over 1« court, and, in default of bond, cast 
into prison. Knowing that no language at 
my command could. give you an adequate 
idea of the criminal frivolity of this case 
and show to what extent the competition 
to get business has been carried, I se- 
cured the services of a photographer and

“The facts in the case of Charles E. Will- 
borp are that among the white cappers who 
were put in jail at Birmingham last spring, 


provised a toy still out of a spittoon for a.

and a piece of gaspipe for a worm. The} 


materials used for the mash were bits of { 


cornbread and molasses taken from their 
Scanty jail rations and mixed with water. 
On his way to the penitentiary this white 
capper told the deputy in charge of the 
fact that he had been experimenting with 
the still in jail and had left a portion of 
it in Willborn’s cell. On his return to Bir- | 
mingham the deputy informed one of the 
deputy revenue collectors of the facts, who 
swore out a warrant for the arrest of Will- 
born (who was in jail) and with the deputy 
marshal and auother as a posse, they pro- 
ceeded to jail, arrested Willborn, seized the 
broken toy and carried the prisoner and toy 
before a United States co ner, who, 
with the deputy and posse as witnesses, 
tried the case, found ‘probable cause’ 


against the defendant and bound him @ver 


in a bond of $200, in default of which he was 


committed. The papers in this case, espec- 


lally the bill of costs, loom up in full pro- 
portions as a genuine raid against an il- 
licit distiller. This little toy still, with a 
capacity, using the material at hand, for 
running a gill a day of a nondescript vil- 


lianous decoctien, will, at the estimate above 


made, cost the government $500, provided 
the prosecution is carried to a finish. 
Names Forged in the Expense Account. 
“Recurring to the matter of witness fees, 
I will say that I examined several hundred 
witnesses’ pay rolls certified by commis- 
Sioners for payment, and by yuestioning 
orally and corresponding with the witnesses 
whose names appeared on these payrolls as 
to the fact of their attendance, how many 
days and what amount they received, and 
by comparing the signatures with the sig- 
natures of the same persons who had served 


as witnesses and afterwards testified before 


me, I became satisfied that they had been 
tampered with—names forged, fictitious 
hames added, and amounts for mileage 
and attendance raised. -~So thoroughly was 
I convinced of this fact that I filed a writ- 
ten protest with the marshal against the 
payment of the accounts remaining on file 
in his office unpaid. In fact I am certain 
that the greatest frauds are perpetrated 
in the district and the largest amount of 
money is wasted in the matter of making 
and paying witness fees. If a commiss#on- 
er should be disposed to defraud the gov- 
ernment this furnishes him with the safest 
method. Commissioners doing the greatest 
amount of business in the district all have 
clerks and brokers in the offices ready to 
discount for cash all witness’ pay rolls in 
cases tried by the commissioners,. and there 


~is nothing easier for one disposed to do it 


than to get witnesses to sign. payrolls in 
blank, take their pay and Teave the roil 
with th= commissioner or broker, who can 
add the amounts of per diem and mileage 
as much as the cas: will stand, and col- 
lect the money from the miarshal. In fact, 
you will find in the evidence submitted, 
(see pp. —, ex. —) abundant proof that this 
practice has been followed by some of the 
commissioners. 

“Tt is but just and fair to call your at- 
tention to the fact that ,allof the testi- 
mony submitted is entirely ex parte, and 
much of it of persons who have been con- 
victed of violating the revenue laws, and 
were at the time of testifying, in jail serv- 
ing sentences, and of others who had, upon 
a preliminary trial, been sent to jail in de- 
fault of bond. It was a subject of harsh 
complaint, by some of those interested, that 
I went to the jail for any testimony at all, 
but when it is remembered ‘that the wit- 
nesses examined by me in jail were the 
Same used by the commissioner3 who had 
certified to their credibility and upon whose 
testimony reputable citizens had been de- 
prived of their liberty, I will be excusel for 
not feeling humiliated by their objugatory 
criticism. 

Some Are Guilty, of Course. 


“While there are hundreds of frivolous 
cases brought and tried in this district, 
there is no doubting the fact that viola- 
tions of the internal revenue laws are on 
the increase, and many offenders who ought 
to be arrested, tried and convicted. Yet 
this does not palliate the wrongs done and 
immense cost of arresting and trying ig- 
norant and innocent citizens To find out 
the source of and remedy for the evil was 
the end to which I worked. I have tried 
to be just and impartial in tracing the evil 
to its source, and have no hesitation in 
Saying that it is in the commissioner's 
court. With them the responsibility rests. 
The fact that some of the deputy marshals 
have worked up and brought before them 
complaining witnesses in frivolous cases is 
no excuse for them in issuing warrants. 
The character and merits of the cases are 
before them, and upon them rests the 
responsibility of issuing or not issuing the 
warrant without which no further wrong 
could be done. With the issuance of it 
commences the .evil, and to prevent its is- 
suance in trifling cases and against inno- 
cent persons is the remedy. 

“The complaining witnesses have been re- 
quired to swear, of their own knowledge, 
that the offenses have been committed and 
commissioner3 have been required to certi- 
fy of their own knowledge to the credibility 
of complaining witnesses before the United 
States attorn:y would approve the issuance 
of the writ. The present attorney, who is 
using all means at his, command to correct 
the evil, Kas, in a circular letter, sent to 
each commissioner in the district, notified 
them that in additioa to the present safe- 
guards thrown arouni the issuance of the 
writ, he will require, as necessary to his 
approval, the additionai certificate of the 
commissioner that the complaining witness- 
és are of good character and not profession- 


al informers. 


Prosecution for Fraud Recommended. 


“But this amended remedy will prove as 
futile as the original and the evil will go on 
Some more radical rem-

prosecute vigoruusly all professional wit- 
nesses, commissioners ahd deputy marshals 
who are or have been engaged in working 
up and trying trifling cises for contyiracy 
to defraud the goveranient, and all com-

presenting false witness rolls for payment, 
a check would be put tipe 1 therm in locali- 
ties where such practices obtain, but under 


the most scrutini.ing vigilance and vigorous 


prosecutions I believe that murs ‘1regular- 
ities and frauds would crop in and cense- 
quently this satezguard will not sufficitentiy 
supply the remedy.

SUGAR TRUST IS IN 10 THE NECK 


Havemeyer Is Lobbying and the 
Market Bobs Up and Down, 


PERHAPS, HE GIVES AND TAKES TIPS 


Silver Is About to Run Out of the Sid-

*Washington, Mach 6.—(Special.)—Since the 


passage of the seigniorage bill the house - 


has become rather a dull body and all in- 
treset is now centered in the senate. That 
body is in a horrible tangte. Democrats are 
fighting among themselves and the republi- 
cans are fighting the democrats. The demo- 
crats of the finance committee have been on 
the eve of an agreement on the tariff bill 
for two ‘weeks and yet they have not 
agreed. a 
Senator-Hill is fighting the bill all along 
the line, and is throwing all manner of 
stumbling blocks in the way. Hé does not 


| jike the income tax and he does not-like 


many other features of the bill as it passed 


‘the house, because of the large freo list. 
. The Louisiana senators want a high duty 


On sugar, and Senators Gorman; Smith, 
Brice ahd Vest want the sugar refineries 
protected. The committee on finance yes- 
tcruay laid down its hand to the kickers, 
put today the straight-out tariff reform 
element of the senate protested and the 
committee is between ‘“‘the devil and the 
deep sea,”’ so to speak. The individual mem- 
bers are harassei and annoyed until they 
are almost wild. | 

Republicans Announce Their Position. 
- To add to all of this. Senators Allison 
and Aldrich, republican Members of the 
tiinance committee, gave notict on the floor 
of the senate this morning that the repub- 
ucans of the financ? committee would in- 
sist upon time to discuss every feature’ and 
schedule of the tariff bill in committee, 
when the democrats reported it to the same, 
before they would allow it to be reported 
to the senate. This would seem to mean 
thai the republicans want to hold it in 
committee another month and they may be 
able to do it. 

Added ‘to ali this, the silve: seigniorage 
bill was called up this morniag by Mr. 
Stewart, and he gave notice that he would 
ask the senate to take it up and make it 
the regule.: order at 2 o’clozk tomorrow. 


The republicans in caucus last night decid-. 


ed to aid Mr. Stewart, not because they fa- 
vor the seigniorage bill, but to antagoniz: 
the tariff bil. and prevent its having the 
right of way when reported. In order to 
prevent this. movement Mr. Harris, of Ten- 
nessee, attempted to have the seigniorage 
bill go to the calendar this morning, but 
he failed. 
Seigniorag: in the Way. 

it may be, however, that the democrats 
will have to vote to send the seigniorage 
bill to the calendar tomorrow to prevent 
it from sidetracking the tariff bill for a 
couple of months. It is an embarrassing 
situation to the democrats, and in the 
meantime, the democrats of the finance 
committee are attempting to get together 
and report to the full committee a bill that 
will get an unanimous democratic vote. 

Well Sugared. 

The’ chief subject of dispute in 
committee is the sugar schedule. The suga: 
trust has just enough men in the senate to 
embarrass the situation. They demand pro- 
tection for the trust and threaten the de- 
feat of the bill if it is not given. In the 
meantime ail sorts of reports are being sent 
out from here by thdse who are interested 
in the trust. Everybody seems to be specu- 
lating in sugar, and all sess of rumors 
about senators making and losing fortunes 
are afloat. The stock on rumors from the 
senate went up from 8 to iw, then back to 
91 today. 

Havemeyer, the president of the trust, 
und others connected with it are here. 
Stories were afloat today that they had 
fixed things to get the protection on refined 
Sugars they wanted. Later, there was talk 
about the senate of an investigation, and 
later still it was afloat that Havemeyer, 
as president Of the sugar trust, had con- 
trol of the situation and declared as there 
was 80 much of a fight being made against 
protection tor the trust, it would be easier 
to defeat the bill outright and that conse- 
quently it was in great peril. 

In Hot Water. 

The committee, in the meantime, is grow- 
ing desperate under the comment, and 
rumors. It has been trying to fix a bill 
that would be certain of passage. It has 
been arranged and changed and arranged 
and changed a dozen tiriieés. It may be 
finally completed by the democrats of the 
committee tomorrow and {t may not. The 
sugar trust people and the senators who 
are supposed to represent this trust seem 
confident that they will have a victory. 
They even boast that the trust will have 
a discriminating tariff in its favor or else 
the bill will be defeated. They claim to 
have the committee in favor of one-fourth 
of a cent discrimination for the trust, and 
are advising that the stock will gO away 
above par.’ Thus, the fight is on and the 
question is will the trust be able to control 
the senate and make the bill a protective 
measure, oF will it be a revenue bill with 
a large free list? 

Hatch’s Anti-Option Bill. 

The hearing before the house committee 
on agriculture on the Hatch anti-option 
bill have been going on for two days. The 
presidents of the cotton exchanges have 
been heard. All advocates of the measure 
will likewise be heard. 

Mr. Hatch, who fs chairman of the com- 
mittee, says he will give all sides a hearing. 
Then he says the committee will report the 
bill and rush it through. He thinks the 
report from the committee will be almost 
unanimous. 

; New Mexico Knocks. 

Yesterday Mr. ph, the delegate from 
New Mexico to th@ house of representa- 
tives, attempted to call up gnd pass the bill 


declining to vote. -No eicebed without them 
was present and Mr. Joseph was forced to 
withdraw it. ‘ 

The New Mexico bill, by the republicans, 
is looked upon as a party measure. It is 
a democratic territory and because it will 
be certain to send two. democratic senators 
when admitted to statehood the republicans 
fight the bill whenever it shows its head. 

This action on the part of the republicans 
shows also chat they intend io persist in 
doing everything to force the democrats 
to adopt Reed’s plan of counting a quorum. 
It is probable, howevey, that the democrats 
will devise some better method of putting 
an end to such tactics as the republicans 
have been persisting in of late. 

Discussing Mr. Smith’s Record. 

Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa, republican, in a 
speech upon the pension bill in the house 
yesterday devoted much of his time to 
Secretary Hoke Smith, whose pension policy 
he ridiculed. There was nothing abusive 
of Secretary Smith in the speech, but much 
that created laughter on the floor. 

Much of the speech was devoted to Mr. 
Smith’s account of his own life as printed 
in the congressional directory. He made 
much fun of Mr. Smith’s statement that he 
was admitted to the bar at the age of 
seventeen, but “‘after being admitted to the 
bar devoted himself to the study of law.”’ 
Then’ he took up Mr. Smith's statement 
that he “did not wait for a case to study 
the law applicable to it, but studied law 
to be ready for any case in which he might 
be employed,’’ and commented upor it at 
length to the amusement‘ of the house. 
Lastly, Mr. Hepburn read. that line of Mr.

Smooth Seaships. 

The new ships of the navy are giving the 
department much trouble. It seems to be 
a settled fact that the new battleships, 
Indiana, Massachusetts and Oregon, are 
top-heavy and dangerous. With their pres- 
ent batteries they are liable to keel over 
and sink in a beavy blow. To correct this 
the chief naval constructor has recommend- 
ed the removal of several eight-inch guns 
from the decks of each. But the officers 
of the department who designed the vessels 
are entering vigorous protests and deciare 
the vessels are not top-heavy. 

Apropos the new navy,: this congress 
seems to be against increasing it just now. 
Secretary Herbert has recommended the 
construction of several new vessels, but 
the congressional leaders have spoken 
against it and the naval bill will be -re- 
ported to the house without any provisions 
for new vessels. To make payments on 
“those now under construction this bIN will 
hav2 to carry an appropriation of more 
thar $20,000,000.

Gladstone Warmly Greeted Him as He 
Entered the Rooms. 

London, March 6.—The offices occupied by 
Mr. Gladstone, as premier, were formally 
taken possession of by Lord Roseberry this 
afternoon. The new premier was cordially 
greeted by the retiring premier upon his 
arrival at the rooms in the official residence 
in Downing street. 

Sir William Harcourt, the leader of the 
liberal party in the house of commons, has 
issued a circular letter to his supporters 
requesting a full attendance of liberal mem- 
bers in the house on Monday next, March 
12th, when matters of great importance 
will be considered. 

Lord Roseberry attended the cueen’s 
drawing room today. The weather was cold 
and windy. The countess of Craven, 
daughte~ of Mr. and Mrs. Bradley Martin, 
of New York. was presented to her majesty 
by Ambassador and Mrs. Bayard, and was 
afterwards granted an audience by Prince 
and Princess Christian. 

The duke.of Devonshire, in the course of 
his speéch at Yeovil this evening, referring 
to Mr. Gladstone’s retirement, said that 
it was a source of great satisfaction that, 
in spite of his age and infirmity, Mr. Glad- 
stone had not outstayed his parliament fep- 
utation. The image presented by Mr. 
Gladstone would never be impaired; his pic- 
ture woud never be effaced. He had pass- 
ed from the scene in the plentitude of his 
strength and greatness and neither for 
good nor evil could his place be filled. 
He had eft to his successor A 
legacy of unsettled questions. One 
of these questions was home rule, which 
would hang as a millstone around the neck 
of his party for many years; and in his 
last speech he had imposed a new burden 
upon his party—the quarrel with the house 
of lords. The only real ground for the 
quarrel with the lords was the rejection of 
the home rule bill. The other grounds al- 
leged were absurd and the earl of Roseberry 
would not take them. If the government 
was inclined to hang up home rule, con® 
tinued the speaker, the liberal unionists 
would be in no hurry to displace them. 
But the liberal unionists would be uncom- 
promising in their opposition to home rule. 
and especially if the government attempted 
to pass a gerrymandering registration bill. 
Otherwise they contemplate no factious 
opposition to Lord Roseberry, who, there 
was no reason to believe wus indifferent to 
the interests, honor and greatness of Eng- 
land at home and abroad.

New York, March 5.—(Special Correspons 
dence.)—It was quite a surprise to many 
southerners, the other day, when The 
World called attention to the fact that Mr. 
C. B. Rouss, the millionaire Broadway job- 
ber, had served in the confederate army 
urder Stonewall Jackson, and had made his 
start in New York after the war without a 
dollar. 


The story is literally true. After the col- 


lapse of the confederacy Rouss left his 


native state, Virginia, and drifted to New 
York. He was yzenniless and friendless, 
and slept in the parks and 
lived on free lunches for weeks. Final- 
ly he got a job, and his energy and thrift 
soon enabled him to start an auction dry 
goods jobbing house. He was very success- 
ful, but branched out too extensively and 
failed in 1815. He had nothing left and had 
to begin life again, with a heavy load of 
debt on his shoulders. 

The plucky young confederate soon got 
on his feet and resumed his old business. 
He prospered and today is worth about 
$4,000,000. He lives in a fine mansion with 
his wife and daughter, has no pleasures, 
and works from 6 in the morning until § 
at night. He surreunds himself in his 
store with about twenty-five or _ thirty 
pretty typewriters, and spends his leisure 
moments studying their faces. 

He makes it a rule not to pay a sales- 
man over a dollar a day, and prefers 
bright men who occasionally get on a spree 
and cannot get a jo anywhere else. He 
locks these fellows up in his store when 
they are recover.ng from their dissipation, 
and when they recover gives them their lib- 
erty and their dollar a day. 

M. Rouss wears a $12 suit of clothes and 
lives very simply. He. gives liberally to 
worthy objects, and has given a great 
deal of money to Winchester, Va., his na- 
tive town. Of course he is eccentric and 
sometimes gets into trouble.‘ Once a pret- 
ty servant girl in his nouse sued him for 
$00,000 damages. He compromised the suit 
arid still speaks kindly @f"the: * 
that somebody must have persuaded her 
to sue him, and that she was not altogether 
to blame. 

There is not a stronger figure fn the bus, 
iness world. He buys and sells for cash, 


and is not recognized by trade circles. As 


he expresses it, he is a commercial outcast, 
Our Government a Failure. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas Dixon, in his ser- 
mon last Sunday, took the position that the 
federal governmcit js a failure.

He killz every measure 
he deesn’t like, and there is no one to say 
him nay. Nobody is responsible for any- 
thing. If a mistake occurs the president 
blames it on the senate and the senate on 
the president. We have an absolute des- 
potism without responsibility. The presi- 
dent vetoes all the measures he pleases. 
Queen Victoria would no more veto a Dill 
passed by the English parliament than she 
would turn a somersault from the West- 


minster bridge.”

Dangerous Buildings. 

The foundations of our tall buildings are 
supposed to be perfectly safe, but reports 
from Chicago make some timid people 
slightly nervous.

Gresham’s War Record. 

General Fred Kueffer, of Indianapolis, still 
insists that Secretary Gresham was not 
wounded in a battle and was never in one. 
‘He writes to The St. Louis Globe Demo- 
grat: 

“I now challenge you to produce and pub- 
Yish proof from the war records that I have 
been guilty of lying in charging that Gen- 
eral Gresham was not in the battle of At- 
jauta, and that he was not present in any 
of the well-known battles fought by the 
Army of Tennessee from Shiloh to the 20th 
of July, 1864, near Atlanta. If you shall 
Bucceed in doing so, I will plead guilty to 
being a slanderer and confess myself pub- 
licly a liar.’’ 

The ex-confederates will contribute to the 
eontroversy. Major Charles 8S. Hill, who 
was on General Cleburne’s staff at the time 
General Gresham was wounded, publishes 
a statement in which he says: “General 
Gresham came nearer to entering Atlanta 
before the surrender than any one else, and 
had it not been that he was shot down he 
might have succeeded, As I was on the 
ground on that occasion, I can speak with 
knowledge of the forces engaged, the posi- 
tions of each army and the results. July 
20th Cleburne advanced his division, which 
ccnsisted of four brigades, commanded by 
General D. C. Govan, of Arkansas; General 
H. B. Cranbury, of Texas; General Lowry, 
of Mississippi, and General Lucius Polk, of 
Arkansas. From early morning there was 
continual firing between the two armies, 
and we found that the point had not been 
before protected, and yet we were suddenly 
thrown to meet a strong force of the enemy 
besieging the city ot Atlanta. 

“Indeed, it seems strange that the enemy 
had not already entered the city before the 
stalwart division (Cleburne’s) of the confed- 
erate army had been placed there in posi- 
tion. Albeit that fighting division of the 
southern army of the west arrived just in 
time, but was so severely attacked by the 
federal army, with General Gresham in the 
lead, that from a strong point defended by 
General Govan, and which we called Go- 


van's hill, but which is generally called | 


*“Leggett’s hill,’ we were driven back, and it 
Was at this time that General Gresham was 
shot in his gallant charge.” 

General Govan, of Arkansas, whose troops 
wounded General Gresham, endorses Hill's 
statement. This would seem to settle the 
matter, and General Kueffer will find ¥ 
difficult to controvert such testimony. 


SKELTONS ON TRIAL. 


Annie Has Returned from Cincinnati 
to Her Brothers. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 1.—(Special.)— 
In the circuit court at Scottsboro, Ala., 
today, the four Skelton boys, who shot 
and killed R. C. Ross at Stevenson Febru- 
ary 4th, were arraigned for trial upon an 
indictment of murder in the first degree. 
A motion was at once made by the defense 
to quash the indictment on the ground that 
the jury which found the true bill for mur- 
der had been illegally convened. In Ala- 
bama the laws relating \to jurors and ju- 
ries are so complicated and intricate, that 
it is often an easy matter to find a flaw 
in the venire. This the defense is trying to 
do with all its might. Every little techni- 
cality is attacked in hope of deferring the 
trial till the next term of the circuit court, 
Which does not convene for six months. 
The Skeltons knew full well that if the trial 
can be postponed so long as that, public 
feeling against them will so far cool as 
to make their acquittal considerably more 

of a possibility than it is at present. 

Discussion of the motion to quash the in- 
dictment was to have been heard this af- 
ternoon, but Colonel Joe Clift, leading at- 
torney for the prosecution, was called away 
by the death of his venerable father, Cap- 
tain James Clift, at McMinnville, and the 
hearing was therefore postponed until Mon- 
day next. 

Annie Skelton has been taken from the 
Cincinnati hospital, where she was found a 
few days after the tragedy, and is now at 
her brothers’ home in Scottsboro, still pros- 
trated with grief and but a semblance of 
her former beautiful self. 


VIRGINIA’S NEW ELECTION LAW. 


The Walton Bill Passes the General 
Assembly. 

Richmond, Va., March 6.—The general 
assembled today passed the Walton bill 
grafting the Australian ballot system on 
the Anderson-McCormick election law. The 
law goes into effect the first of July next. 

The joint resolution for the settlement of 
West Virginia’s portion of the debt of the 
undivided state has also passed and the 
commissioners are Senators Wickham, of 
Hanover, and Floyd, of Appomattox, elected 
by the senate, and Delegates Downing, of 
Warren, and Harrison, of Lynchburg, elect- 
ed by the house; Senator Berry, of Am- 
herst, chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee and Delegate Moore, of the house 
finance committee. The governor is to 
name one more. There is no new feature 
in the resolution. The commissioners are 
to meet a similar committee to be ap- 
pointed by the West Virginia !egislature 
and endeavor to arrive at a frienily under- 
standing, and report to the next general 
assembly. .

The graduating exercises of the Atlanta 
Medical college, one of the oldest insti- 
tutions of medicine in the country, were 
held, in the presence of a vast assembly, 
at the Grand opera house last night.

In presenting the next feature of the 
programme, Colonel Hammond, in behalf

The name of 
each of the young physicians was pronounc- 
ed in full by the dean, after which with a 
graceful “hoc tibi’’ from the president he 
was formally introduced, with all the rights 
and privileges, into the mysteries of the 
profession. 

There was now and then a little merri- 
ment, in this connection, as the names of 
the young doctors were called. A few of 
them had names a yard long, and by the 
time the award was finished the world’s 
nomenclature had been exhausted. 

Nearly all of the young physicians re- 
ceived floral congratulations from their 
many friends in the city. 

Diplomas were awarded to three young 
graduates in the school of pharmacy. This 
is a new branch of the institution. 

Dr. Ridley’s Ovation. 

Dr. F. M. Ridley, of LaGrange, fhe ora- 
tor of the occasion, was next introduced. 

Dr. Ridley characterized the nineteenth 
century as “the golden age of medical dis- 
covery.” Dr. Ridley went on to speak of 
the trials and responsibilities of the physi- 
cian. A glowing tribute to Dr. H. V. M. 
Miller, the Nester of the profession in 
Georgia, and the “immortal Demosthenes 
of the mountains,” provoked hearty ap- 
plause. He referred to the mantle of the 
great physician as one that any young 
Elisha should be glad to covet.

Dr. J. L. Roberts was the valedictorian 
of the class. 

He referred, in a reminiscent way, to 
the associations of the past few months, 
during which time many ardent friendships 
had been pledged and many hopeful dreams 
had been indulged.

for the governme.t and for the accused, 
and to commit for trial or to discharge from 
arrest, according as the evidence tends or 
fails to support the allegations. For the 
faithful discharge of his duties in these 
particulars, he alone is ucc»untable. He 
hag no divided responsibility with any other 
officer of the government; Aor is he subject 
to any other control.’ 

“The language yuoted in the *wo czrses 
in the absence of any law to limit or super- 
yise their acts is sufficient to indicate very 
clearly if not establish the fact that conn- 
missioners are independent of any other 
officer of the government, and within the 
sphere of the power conferred on them by 
statute, are clothed with authority which 
seems to be practically unlimited, and 
that they cannot be removed except as 
suggested. From the language of Judge 
Betts, quoted above, it is easily deducible, 
'f not positisvely expressed, that the power 
of the circuit court is limited to the appoint- 
ment. If the court has no power to re- 
vise the acts of » commissioner, and he is 
not even an officer of the court, it is diffi- 
cuit to find in the law the power in the 
court to remove a commissioner. Taking 
this as the proper status of commissioners, 
it would be difficult to suegest such amend- 
ments to the present law» as Would provide 
the greatest- possible benefits to the govern- 
ment, and at the same time throw around 
the commissioners such safeguards as 
would prevent an abuse of the powers giv- 
en them. 

Repeal the Law. 

“The office of commissioner being a statu- 
tory Office, a radical change, if not a reme- 
dy for the prese.ax evil, is easily suggested; 
that is to repeal all existing laws on the 
subject of appointment of c¢C nmissioners, 
pass a law placing the appcinting power in 
the hands of the president with power to 
remove for cause, limiting the appoirtment 
to licensed lawyers of good standing in the 
community to which they are appointed, 
prescribe his district, abolish the fee sys- 
tem and make the office a salaried one, ad- 
justing the salary to the probable amount 
of business to be transacted in the district. 
There is no gainsaying the disgraceful fact 
that under the present system of modus 
operandi by commissioners, great frauds 
are being perpetrated, lage sums of money 
are wasted, spies, common informers and 
professional witnesses are being bred, great 
outrages are bejng committed and vile in- 
justice done reputable citizens and innocent 
persons and the administration of justice 
made a byword and reproach in some of tht 
districts in the United States. To visit the 
northern district of Alabama, examine the 
accounts of commissioners, learn the man- 
ner of proceeding in their courts, see the 
number of criminally frivolous cases brought 
and tried, attend the courts and see wie 
crowds of witnesses and defendants attend- 
ing, see the witnesses and jury certificate 
breker plying his vocation in te very cor- 
ridors of the courthouse, visit the jafls and 
see the squalid crowd of innocent and guilty 
huddled together in a common jail, as Hugs 
ina pen, hear theirtales of woe, that their 
wives and helpless children in their humble 
homes in some distant mountain cove are 
agepending for a bare subsistence upon the 
charity of some trusted neighbor who is 
poorly able to spare it from the scanty fare 
of his own family, while the defendant is 
languishing in a loathsome jafi-cell, a vic- 
tim to the rapacity of some professional 
witnesses ana judicial officers is enough to 
enforce the conviction that it would be a 
godsend to justice to have the doors of the 
criminal courts in the district closed. There 
is no surer way to make a bad citizen out 
of a patriot than to deprive him of his 
rights, persecute him in @e name of the 
‘law and tuin a deaf ear to his cries for 
justice. 

Panishment of the Guilty Is Demanded. 

“T cannot too strongly urge upon you the 
necessity of sending to this district a suffi- 
cient corps of examiners to visit each com- 
missioner doing any great amount of busi- 
ness and thoroughly examine all the ac- 
counts, papers and process of his office, and 
to call before them defendants, witnesses, 
deputy marshals and all others who may 
be able to testify to any fact connected with 
the trial of any particular case tried be- 
fore them and bring out all the facts con- 
nected with the udministration of justice 
by them, and ir fraud is developed to lay 
the facts connected with it before the Unit- 
ed States attorney who should be instructed 
to prosecute the perpetrators to the fulllest 
extent of the law. From much experience 
in such matters I will say that, to a tho- 
rough examination into these matters, it is 
necessary to clothe examiners with full - 
thority to compel the attendance and an- 
swers of witnesses, employ stenographers 
and, if necessary, employ the services of 
guides who know the country and the peo-

RETURN OF THE HUNTER. 


President Cleveland at the White 
House Much Improved in Health. 
Washington, March 6.—The president 

reached the white house at 1:45 o’clock this 
afternoon, after a nine days’ trip through 
the North Carolina sounds, looking as well 
and strong as at any time since he first came 
to Washington nine years ago. His ruddy 
face showed unmistakably the signs of ex- 
posure to the sun and wind during his trip 
for recreation and rest, and his step was 
noticeably more elastic than when he went 
away. To some friends who called late 
this afternoon, the president said he had 
never in his life had a more enjoyable hunt- 
ing trip. Every moment of it had been a de- 
light to him, and as for substantial results, 
he asked his friends to look at his bronzed 
face and hands and then at the pile of swans, 
wild geese and turkeys that he had brought 
back with him. 

Captain Evans, of the lighthouse board, 
who was in charge of the president’s party, 
stated that from a sportsman’s view, the trip 
was eminently successful and nearly every 
day after reaching the North Carolina 
coast the entire party enjoyed excellent 
shooting. The trip down the river, Captain 
Evans said, was ‘entirely without incident. 
A blizzard which had been threatening Sun- 
day overtook the Violet below Fort Wash- 
ington, and when Quantico was reached it 
was deemed prudent to anchor for the night, 
as the storm was so thick that ‘the pilot 
could not see a ship’s length ahead of him. 
The second night was spent at Portsmouth, 
Va., the third 4t Long Point, N. C.; the 
fourth night at Croatan Sound, North Caro- 
lina; the fifth and sixth nights at Hatteras; 
the seventh night, the return trip. at 
Roanoke marshes; the eighth at Long Point, 
and the ninth night—last night—the vessel 
ran all night. 

While laying at Hatteras, the president 
and party took a steam launch and visited 
the neighboring inlets and lighthouses in 
that vicinity. He met a number of people 
inhabiting the section and shook hands 
with them. He was treated with the utmost 
respect and consideration by all. 

Mr. Cleveland buckled down to work a 
few minutes after he reached the white 
house. In ten minutes after he sat down at 
his desk he and Private Secretary Thurber 
has disposed of a pile of routine business.

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That Fire at Cullman Was Disastrous 
in Its Effects, 


THE WHOLE TOWN WAS THREATENED 


When the Explosion Came the Air Was 
Filled with Flying Debris, and 
Many W ero Injured. 


Birmingham, Ala., March 6.—(Special.)— 
The fire at Cullman last night resulted 
more disastrously than the reports at first 
indicated. Three deaths have occurred s0 
far and others may occur. The fire origi- 
hated mysteriously in a hay loft and quick- 
ly spread to a block of stores. Among the 
buildings burned was a large warehouse, 
containing a large lot of powder and dyna- 
mite. When the flames reached the powder 
and dynamite, an explosion resulted which 
shook the town from suburb to suburb. 

Clab T. Williams, a dry goods clerk, who 
was fighting the flames, was instantly kill- 
ed, his body being frightfully mangled. 

G. O. Dinkelberger, a German fruit grow- 
er, was struck on the head by a flying tim- 
ber and his skull was crushed. He died this 
morning. 

The infant daughter of Rev. W. G. Lee 
was standing in a window at her father’s 
house, a block away, when a flying missile 
struck her. She died this morning.

SAWMILLS DESTROYED. 


The Waltertown Plant Burns, Causing 
a Loss of $100,000, 

Waycross, Ga., March 6.—(Special.})—The 
Watertown mills, one of the largest saw- 
mill plants in this section, were destroyed 
by™fire late last night. The property be- 
longed to the Waycross Air-Line railroad 
and was valued at over $100,000. 

More than 100 convicts were employed at 
the mills. The fire broke out about 10 
o’clock at night. A crowd was attracted to 
the spot by cries of fire. Before anything 
could be done toward extinguishing the 
flames the entire plant was enveloped. 
Efforts were made to put out the fire, but 
the wind fanned the flames and nothing 
could be done. Qhere was excitement on 
account of a rumor that the great boilers 
might explode, But as the boilers had cooled 
off there was no danger. 

Soon the walls and roof of the building 
fell in with a crash and the flames ascended 
high in the air, illuminating the whole 
country. Feople here saw the bjaze

SOUTHERN SPINDLES. 


The Manufacturers’ Record Gives the 
Number of Mills, Spindles and Looms. 
Baltimore, Md., March 6.—The location of 
every cotton mill in tthe sduth with the 
number of spindles and looms in each was 
published in The Manufacturers’ Record 
this week. The article states that in 1880, 
the south had 161 cotton mills, with 665,854 
spindles. By 1890 they had increased in num- 
ber to 255 mills with 1,763,553 spindles. The 
south now has 406 mills with 2,763,879 spin- 
dies and 62,052 looms. In addition to this 
the mills projected will have between 50,000 
and 75,000 spindles. The increase in spindles 
last year was over 200,000. North Carolina 
leads in the number of spindles, with 655,- 
000 in operation in 1894, while South Carolina 
leads in looms, with 16,40. North Carolina 
has the largest number of mills, but as the 
majority of them are small, the aggregate 
number of their spindles exceeds South Car- 
olina by only 34,000. Georgia comes third 
on the list, with 556,000 spindles. The cap- 
ital invested in cotton manufacturing in the 
south has increased from $21,976,713 in 1880 
to $97,000,000 in 1894. Thirty-two mills have 
reported their dividends for 1893, the average 


| being 8.8 per cent, in addition to which most 


of them laid aside a surplus for repairs or 
extensions. Two mills paid 20 per cent; one 
18 per cent, while the others ranged from 
12% to 4 per cent.

The University Pubtishing Company of 
New York will shortly publish a ‘History 
of Georgia,’’ by Professor Lawton B. 
Evans, of Augusta. Portraits are desired of 
General John Floyd, General Samuel El- 
bert, Governor John Houston, Governor 
John Treutlen, Governor David Emanuel, 
Governor Edward ‘Telfair, Governor John 
Handley, Governor Stephen Heard, Gover- 
nor John Adams, Governor Nathan Bron- 
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to follow such an example. 

Never until now has a citizen of At- 
Janta been a candidate for governor, and 
General Evans has not lived in Atlanta, 
since he has been a citizen, as long as 
Mr. Atkinson was a member of the legis- 
lature. And in no contest for any office 
within the gift of the people has a candi- 
date ever asked endorsement because he 
was a citizen of Atlanta. Local pride 
and local endorsement have played small 
part in the politics of Georgia. The 
people as a whole do not take any in- 
terest in these matters. They measure 
a man by their knowledgeof him, and 
their favor and their support go out al- 
most instinctively to the man who most 
thoroughly represents them. 

For this reason the man who seeks 
their approval must stand upon his own 
merits alone. If Mr. Atkinson meets 
their approval he has no need to resur- 
rect this poor ghost of an Atlanta ring 
which has been employed in the past as 
a last resort by a number of excellent 
gentlemen who in this way vainly en- 
deavored to attract the support of the 
people. No sort of ring can defeat any 
candidate whom the people favor, and 
least of all could an Atlanta ring be de- 


coming when the whole nation will be 
practically crazy. The country will be a 
Bedlam and will have to be fenced off 
fromm the rest of the world. 

This view ofthe matter may be con- 
sidered a trifle extravagant, but why 
should there not be epidemics of in- 
sanity? Taine, it will be recollected, 
takes the position that the French na- 
tion was crazy—stark mad—during the 
great revolution a century ago. 

In this country our statisties of Iu- 
nacy deal only with the inmates of 
asylums, but it is a well known fact that 
there are thousands of cranks and other 
persons roaming at large who are un- 
doubtedly insane. If these unfortunates 
were included in the census reports it 
would be found that our lunatics quad- 
ruple, instead of doubling every twenty 
years. At this rate we shall have a 
lunatic republic in the near future. That 
this conclusion is thordughly reasona- 
ble must be admitted by all thoughtful 
students of the situation. The financial 
and economic delusions of our states- 
men, the eccentricities of our people in 
thought, speech and conduct and the 
influence of some of the leading cranks 
of the day all tend to support the idea 
that the American people are rapidly 
losing their sanity, from the upper crust 
of society down to the slums.

_As soon as the mayor ad rapped for or- 
der, Mz. Hemphill was recognized. The 
newspaper Yeports that a lecision ¢;ad been 
reached, an that the exposition would be 
held at the old waterworks, tad reached 
the chamber, and there was a goud deal of 
‘interest manifestei by everybody, when 
President Hemphill rose. ‘Tavse who un- 
derstood the facts of the case knew, of 
course, that there was a mistake in the re- 
Port, but all were interested, nevertheless. 

“I will put,” said President Hemphill, ‘““my 
Proposition in the most concise form possible. 
Mayor Goodwin and I have labored earnest- 
ly in this matter. We have visited all the 
sites which have been Suggested, and the 
Question has narrowed itseif down to two 
sites—the waterworks property and the 
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Piedmont exposition ptoperty. I believe, as 
T always have believed, that the most 
available and the most suitable site 1s the 
Piedmont park, and, as there hae been 
some disagreement and some criticism of 
the former proposition made by the exfosi- 
tion company—that is, disagreemeut as to 


the terms—I have this proposition to make: 


“The Piedmont Exposition Company will 
tender to the Cotton States and Internation- 
al Exposition Company the use of its 
grounds for the purpose of holding the ex- 
position, absolutely rent frec. 

‘The city to donate, through a lease or 
option, or in such other way as may be le- 
&a:, $75,000 to the new exposition, $30,000 of 
Which should be paid this year, $30,000 next 
year, and $15,000 the year after. 

The buildings to be erected with this 
money to become the property of the city 
after the exposition closes.” 

That,” said President Hemphill, “briefly 
and concisely states my proposition. There 
will, I am sure, be nothing to i:!nder the 
city giving this amount to the expcsition, 
and after the plan is put into execution I 
am certain we can go forward end make 
the exposition what we all hope to 
see it—the grandest thing of the hind the 
South has ever known. There hus been 
some objection to the purchase of the prop- 
erty out there. This does away with trat 
feature. I am sure the plan I submit will 
be more than agreeable to the wwners of 
the Piedmont park and eliminates the cues- 
tion of a park, leaving the single question 
of where the exposition shall be held and 
how the city can aid it. I believe that plan 
should receive an endorsement, and I hope 
we will do so without wasting further time 
in unnecessary delay.” 

The Mayor Submits His Plan. 

Mayor Goodwin then called President 
Hemphill to the chair, and in a clear and 
characteristic speech submitted his proposi- 
tion, which provides for holding the expo- 
sition at the waterworks. 

“I would like to say here,”’ said the 
mayor, “‘that, as I have said before, if Pied- 
mont park is the place to hold the exposi- 
tion the proposition of President Hemphill 
Seems to me to be the very best proposition 
possible. I want to say before I go into my 
proposition that President Hemphill and 
myself have gone over the matter very 
carefully and very Seriously considered all 
the sites. We have visited every site sug- 
gested, have gone over the grounds care- 
fully and have also considered the question 
of railroad facilities, and, so far as we 
were able, all other questions arising from 
the subject that we have in hand. We have 
estimates from the city engineer as to the 
cost of making railroad connections with 
the waterworks property, and we have as-

The mayor referred to interview , 
he had had with the West Pat ack tae 
Georgia railroad people as to the question 
of facilities.

3. The unity of all sections and a great 
and direct connection between the extreme 
northern and southern portions of the city. 

4. Gives a permanent exposition place or 
park on which substantial and permanent 
brick buildings should be mainly erected. 

5. Gives the largest fund for work end 
improvement and the greatest ext2nt of em- 
ployment for labor. 

6. The enhancement of the peonerty which 
belongs to the city will be equal to evety 
dollar expended upon it. 

7. The railroad connections which will be 
made to the propecty, if it is chosen as a 
site, will still further enhance its value 

8. Manufacturers can be !oca.ed on the 
south tract of this land below the reservoir. 

9. Street railroad extensions an4d etreet ex- 
tensions are practicable to be made. 

10. On the above, subscriptions from indi- 
viduals and private corporations should 
aggregate $125,000 as a minimum, and ex- 
rerded in buildings and other improvements 
on the old waterworks land. Respectfully 
submitted, JOHN B. GOODWIN. 


Captain English Starts the Talk. 


After the mayor had resumed the chair 
he asked for expressions from members of 
the committee. 

Captain English was the first to rise. 
He said that the mayor's plan 
was a new one to him and he had no time 
to consider it, but it seems to me, to use a 
homely expression, that it was biting off 
more than we could chew.’’ He said he 
had given this question of city aid to the 
exposition careful study and he was Still 
of the opinion that the purchase of Pied- 
mont park by the city was better than any 
other plan. He had no interest in a park 
on the north side, but he believed that for 
exposition purposes the Piedmont grounds 
are unsurpassed. He believed, however, 
the $75,000 contemplated by the mayor’s 
proposition would give the movement the 
impetus it needed and he hoped that it 
would be adopted. 

Mr. Collier’s Strong Speech. 

“T am sincerely glad,”’ said Mr. Collier, 
“that we have succeeded inthe elimination 
from this discussion the park and factories 
idea, and that we stand now where we did 
before with the simple question confront- 
ing us, which is the best place to hold the 
exposition and what is the best plan for 
the city to aid? I know,”’ said he, ‘it is 
not the desire of the Piedmont Exposition 
Company to sell their grounds. I do know 
that they have an offer for their property 
of the amount which they ask for it of the 
city. 

‘Now, I endorse President Hemphill’s 
plan, and believe that the Piedmont exposi- 
tion people would rather have it than to 
sell their property as was contemplated. 
The Piedmont people have been greatly 
wronged in being accused of trying to un- 
load their property. The only reason the 
park idea ever got into the consideration 
of this question was because we believed 
it was the only way the city could hold the 
exposition. . 

“I believe honestly and earnestly that it 
is not possible to hold an expcsition at 
the waterworks grounds, even with the 
amount of money that you have suggest- 
ed,”” continued Mr. Collier. “I don’t be- 
lieve that when that amount is expended 
on the waterworks grounds they 
would be in as good shape as we are now 
with the Piedmont exposition grounds. 

“Now, as to a bond election,”’ 
tinued, “I am very dubious. I am a bond 
man myself, but I don’t believe the people 
agree with me. I don’t believe it is any 
use submitting the question of bonds, for I 
don’t believe it would be possible to get 
anything like a decent showing when it 
came to an élection. I have had some expe- 
rience with bond elections recently. We 
have over here a jail which is a disgrace 
to civilization. It is almost capital punish- 
ment to put a man in there, and yet we 
have not been able to get the peonle of 
Fulton county to vote even $125,000 for the 
purpose of building a new jail. You might, 
perhaps, carry these bonds, but I don't 
believe you could. As I said, I have no 
faith in our ability to carry through a bond 
election. 

“Now, it seems to me the plan suggested 
by Mr. Hemphill ts infinitely less burden- 
some to the people than that which the 
mayor suggests. The amount of money in- 
volved could be gotten without the issue 
of bonds and without burdening the peo- 
ple or giving them any trouble. As to the 
question of factory sites, I'll only say that 
it seerns to me that we have plenty of sites; 
what we need is more people to manufact- 
ure, There are sites along all the railroads 

in here. 
oT telleve.” said Mr. Collier in conclu- 
sion, “that holding the exposition at Pied- 
mont park we can, with the $75,000 we ask 
for, carry through our plans to success.”

Mr. Dodd Endorses Mr. Hemphill’s 
Plan. 

Mr. Dodd was the first of these to speak. 

“I never contemplated,” said he, ‘‘that-the 
city would get out of this short of $75,000 or 
$100,000. Of course, we expect to reap much 
greater benefits than that money represents 
from the exposition. Now, Mr. Hemphill’s 
proposition strikes me with a good deal of 
force. It seems to me that it is the best 
I’ve heard. 1 don’t believe we could get 
$225,000 of bonds voted. Perhaps you could 
whoop ‘em up; you might perhaps make 
the people see that the property would be 
greatly enhanced, but I don’t believe it. I 
don’t believe the people would vote those 
bonds. 

*“‘Now, Mr. Hemphill’s proposition is feas- 
ible and can be carried through to success. 
We have all of us got to come down with 
money and a heap of it, in order to make 
the exposition what it ought to be. We 
can’t afford to have anything small. Pied- 
mont park is accessible and is a good place 
for it. It seems to me that Brother Hemp- 
hill ras submitted the best proposition.” 

Mr. Chamberlin’s Views. 

Mr. Chamberlin said he was very glad 
to hear the remarks of Mr. Collier and 
Brother Dodd. They had the right Atlanta 
ring. Atlanta comes first. He referréd to 
the discussion of .the question in the expo- 
sition meeting; how all the points were 
brought out; that many were opposed to 
Piedmont park at first, but when they 
found that it was the best place they 
dropped their persenal preferences. He 
spoke at some length as to the magnitude 
of the movement. As to Mr. Hemphill’s 
proposition, he felt that is was better than 
purchasing the grounds and he knew that 
the owners of Piedmont park would rather 
make such an arrangement than sell the 
property. ’ 

Captain Howell Against Bonds. 

“IT am highly gratified,” said Captain 
Howell, “‘at the probability .hat we may 
get together. I have listened to the re- 
marks made on these propositions and I 
feel certain that we will arrive at some def- 
inite conclusion; But I want to say a word 
right here about the issue of those bonds. 
I am opposed to it. I am speaking now as 
one citizen, and I tell you freely and frank- 
ly that I wouldn’t, under any consideration, 
vote for that issue. 

“Now,” continued Captain Howell, “if 
I were to view this question simply in a 
personal light, without regard to the suc- 
cess of the exposition or of the interest of 
Atlanta, I should advocate holding the «x- 
position at the waterworks; but with all the 
lights before me, I could not consistly do 
so. As for this bond issue, I tell you the 
people are taxed too much now, and i don’t 
believe that you could ever get them to 
vote for those bonds. Now, I have n-thing 
selfish in my advocacy of the exposition. 
We must have it, and we must make it a 
success. To do this it seems to me tie only 
feasible plan is to let the citizens subscribe 
as much as they are able and then let the 
city give, say $75,000 or $100,000, for which 
they would get many times that amount in 
return from the benefits derived from the 
exposition. 

“Now, the plan suggested by Mr. Hemp- 
hill seems to me infinitely better than that 
suggested by Mayor Goodwin. It wil cost 
fully one-third less at the outset, and the 
results with the exposition at Piedmont 
park would be infinitely greater and ketter 
than could be obtained from the old water- 
works site.” 

Captain Howell explained the status of 
the railroads and the delay that would be 
absolutely necessary in securing proper rail- 
way connection with the waterworks. 

“And, now gentlemen,” said he, “I beg of 
you not to delay this matter any longer. I 
tell you, you are burning valuable daylight. 
l have made a careful and conscientious 
study of this situation and I believe that if 
you spend $300,00) on the old waterworks 
site you wouldn’t be in as good condition 
as $75,000 would put you at the Piedmont 
park,”’ 

Praises the Waterworks. 


“I spent several hours this morning on 
the old waterworks property,’ said Mr. In- 
man, who was next recognized, ‘‘and I want 
to say right hare that I was struck with its 
beauty and proximity to the city. I do not 
hesitate to say that I consider that property 
nitch better adapted to park purposes than 
that comprising Grant park, or indeed, 
any other tract around here that I know of. 
When the time comes, that should be con- 
verted into a beautiful park. It ought to 
be that. The body of water there—about 
sixty acres, I believe—can’t Se equaled by 
anything of the kind around here. 

“But,” continued Mr. Inman, “I do not 
believe it is practicable to hold an exposi- 
tion there. I don’t beliewe there are ten acres 
of ievel ground on the tract, and from the 
very nature of things the buildings wouid 
be very far apart and therefore unsuited, 
as it seems to me, for exposition purposes. 
Now, I have never been struck with the 
idea of a park on the north side, at least 
not at Piedmont park. But it does seem to 
me that these Piedmont grounds aré pre- 
eminently the place for the exposition. The 
great thing in their favor is their accessi- 
bility. It would require the expenditure of 
a great deal of money to make any other 
place as accessible as the Piedmont grounds. 

“And another thing,’’ continued Mr. In- 
man. “I don’t believe it would be possible 
to raise on individual subscriptions the nec- 
essary $125,000 to start the exposition work. 
As I said, I was surprised at the beauty 
of the waterworks property and its near- 
ness to the city, and I firmly believe that 
some day it will be a park to be proud of. 
But when we look at the question purely 
from an exposition standpoint—and 
that is the way, and the only way, for us 
to look at it—we cannot help coming to the 
conclusion that the one place where it is 
feasible to hold the great exposition of 1895, 
is Piedmont park. And I sincerely hope,” 
continued he, “‘that there will be no further 
delay. We need unity and promptness of ac- 
tion to make an enterprise of this kind suc- 
ceed and every day’s delay hurts.”’ 


Captain English’s Idens.* 

“It seems to me,”’ said Captain English, 
“that we should declare it to be the sense 
of this joint committee that, everything 
considered, Piedmont park is the most de- 
sirable place to hold the exposition. I be- 
lieve we ought to so declare and bring the 
matter to a close in that respect and leave 
it to the committee to agree on the details. 
My idea of a purchase was that the city 
might get the benefit of all the improve- 
ments that will be made. I am entirely in- 
different to a park for the north side. The 
one thing uppermost in my mind has been, 
and is, the exposition. If ever there was a 
business enterprise started with purer or 
truer motives I don’t know it. The men 
who have inaugurated it have done so for 
the benefit of the whole city and the whole 
people.’”’ 

Captain English said the gentlemen who 
were doing this work for the good of At- 
lanta couldn’t be hired to do the same 
amount of work in any other sort of. en- 
terprise for $10,000 each. 5 

“Just to show you how much these 
gentlemen have undertaken,”’ interrupted 
President Hemphill, “I will say that Mr. 
Inman, who has subscribed $2,500 t6 the 
enterprisé, came to mé today and said he 
would double his subscription if I would 
let him off of the committee.”

An Adjournment Until Thursday. 

When Mayor Goodwin again called the 
committees to order, it was after the 
gentlemen composing his committee had 
conferred at some length with each other. 

“After considering the subject,’’ said the 
mayor, “it seems to us that the situation 
is such as to demand an adjournment until 
Friday. The railroad people will start 
tomorrow to make the survey of routes to 
the waterworks, and it will take them 
two days to comp.-te their work. I submit 
that we cannot give the waterworks propo- 
sition the consideration it deserves until 
we have that information. One thing is 
certain, e exposition spirit is dominant. 
I do not hestitate to say that if Piedmont 
park is to be chosen the plan suggested 
by President .Homphill is more nearly in 
accord with my views than any other I 
have heard. I think I can safely announce 
that by Friday either you gentlemen will 
find that your judgment dictates that you 
come to us, or we will go to you. We are 
too near together for failure to be possible. 

“But,” he continued, ‘‘an important af- 
fair liké this doesn’t lose strength by care 
and attention.” 

Captain English thought it bad policy to 
delay further. In the interest of harmony 
the question of site might, he said, be set- 
tled now and the details might be left to a 
subcommittee. | 

Captain Howell again emphasized his po- 
sition in favor of prompt action. 

Mayor Goodwin thought that in two days 
they could come together on some plan and 
that the delay would be beneficial, rather 
than injurious. 

Mr. Collier submitted the following reso- 
lutions: 

“The committee

‘1. That the exposition be held at Pied- 
mont park. 

“9 That the general council grant aid 
to the exposition to the amount of $75,000 
in such manner and upon such terms as

Mr. Oglesby, referring to the Collier reso- 
lutions, said he didn’t want to serve on 
that committee. He thought the best way 
would be to refer the entire matter back to 
the mayor and the president of the exposi- 


tlon company, to report on Thursday at 3 


o’clock.

WALKS AND TALKS, 


General Pierce M. B. Young, the United 
States minister to Guatemala and Hondu- 
ras, in speaking of the reported revolution 
in the latter cecuntry, said yesterday: 

‘T have been away from Honduras for 
@ month or more, and any fighting, such as 
I see reported in the papers, has occurred 
since I left. The matter is a purely po- 
litical one, and I do not think it would 
amount to anything more than a change of 
administration. I judge from the reports 
that not more than 500 lives have been lost 
in the whole affair, and I anticipate no 
further trouble, at least for a while. 

“You see, there has been some ard feel- 
ing between Nicaragua and Honduras for 
a long time. The new conqueror of Nica- 
ragua, Bonilla, is a wealthy and popular 
young man of about thirty years of age. 
In. some political troubles that transpired 
not long ago he was driven out of Hondu- 
ras and went to Nicaragua, where he be- 
came a member of the Nicaragua senate, 
He will be remembered as the person who 
was-on the Pacific Mail steamship Costa 
Rica a few months ago when that ship 
was fired into by order of the Honduras 
authorities. The American captain, at tne 
instance of the American consul, refused 
to give up Bonilla, and the president of 
Honduras, General Vasquez, ordered his 
officers to have him taken. Several shots 
were fired at the American vessel, which 
was putting to sea with lights out to es- 
cape the authorities. Subsequently the 
whole affair was explained and amounted 
to nothing more than a diplomatic incident. 

“Mr. Bonilla got to Guatemala in safety, 
It seems that he there conceived the de- 
signs which he has just executed. Gath- 
ering about him a number of revolution- 
ists, and with the help of certain political 
influences in Nicaragua and the Nicara- 
guan army, he marched across the fron- 
tier and laid seige to Tegucigalpa, the cap- 
ital of Honduras. The last news is that 
the city has fallen and that Bonilla has 
ordered a general amnesty and an election 
for president. Vasquez has fled. General 
Vasquez is-an accomplished soldier and an 
educated and polished gentleman, but 
seems to have been somewhat unpopular 
personally. 

“The whole trouble amounts to little more 
than a contention between two political 
factions striving for dominance. So far as 
I can learn there has been no change in 
the constitution of the country suggested 
and no intention of depriving the people of 
any liberties they now enjoy. It is merely 
another method of changing administra- 
tions. In the United States we do it. by 
means of an election. Among these South 
Americans they reach the same result by 
a little different method. General Bonilla 
is a polished gentleman and an able gen- 
eral, and I think there will be no further 
trouble now for some time in Nicaragua.”

VENABLE TO RESIGN 


From the Board of Police Commissioners, 
on Which He Has Served Faithfally. 


THAT IS THE RUMOR ON THE STREETS 


If the Resignation Comes in It Is Likely 
That a Successor Will Be Elected 
at the Meeting Next Saturday. 


Hon. W. H. Venable is going to quit the 
board of police commissioners. 

His resignation, so it is said, has al- 
ready been written and is now on its way 
to the general council, where it will be 
read next Saturday afternoon. 

And at the same meeting a successor to 
Mr. Venable on the board will be ejected 
by the members of the general council. 

Just what Mr. Venable says in his letter 
of resignation is not known, as no one has 
read it, but it is generally understood by 
his friends that he quits the place because 
he has not the time to give it and because 
he is not satisfied with the position. The 
letter, it is said, is short and to the point, 
like everything else Mr. Venable doeg, and 
bears on its face the imprint of sincerity, 
which will prevent the members of the 
general council from asking him to recon- 
sider the paper. 

The resignation will precipitate a fight 
for a chair on the police board, but the 
indications are that it will not be the same 
warm, hard fight that took place last Mon- 
day, when Messrs. Branan and Johnson 
were elected members of the board. Com- 
ing so quickly as it does upon the election 
of two members of the police board—the 
election last Monday~—the resignation of 
Mr. Venable created quite a sensation about 
the city hall yesterday and many of the 
best guessers in the political field could 
not exactly understand it until one of the 
gentlemen who is very near and close to 
Mr. Venable had his say. 

“You see,” said that gentleman, “there 
isn’t a busier man in Atlanta than Billy 
Venable, neither is there a man with more 
friends than he. His time is all taken up 
in his business affairs and he has no time 
for the place. He is simply too busy to 
attend to it and for that reason he wants 
to quit it. The board’s meetings interfere 
with his home pleasures, as well as with 
his work, and he wants to get out of it. 
I happen to know that he has been con- 
templating the step for many months and 
the indications are that he would have 
sent in the paper he is said to have written 
some time ago, if he had not been prevented 
by some of his friends, who insisted that 
he should remain in the place That Billy 
Venable has made one of the best commis- 
sioners of police the city has ever had no 
one who has watched his work will for a 
minute deny. He has been devoted to that 
work as he is toall work he undertakes and 
has given of his time unsparingly. He has 
been one of the best friends the members 
of the police force have ever had and there 
is not a member of the force who does not 


love him. | 
Mr. Venable, when called upon by a Con- 


stitution reporter, declined to be interview- 
ed. He would neither affirm nor dcny the re- 
ported resignation. In fact, what information 


that came from him came through a third 
party, Mr. Venable declining to leave his 
room to discuss the matter with newspaper 
men. 

The probabilities are that the letter will 
be read to the general council at the ad- 
journed meeting next Saturday afternoon 
and that a successor to Mr. Venable will 
then be elected.

Exchange Yesterday. 


THE RAILWAY LIST GENERALLY LOWER 


Cotton Regained Its Loss of Monday on 
Futures, but Spots Are No Higher. 
W heat Better. 


NEW YORK, March 6.—Rarely, if ever, 
in the history of the stock exchange have 
there been such violent fluctuations in a 
stock as were witnessed in American Su- 
gar during the first hour of business today 
At the start there was a decline of about 
2 points to 88, following which a rise of 12 
points to 100 took place. Bhen in less time 
than it takes to tell it, the stock sold down 
to 91 and back to 95%. Reasons innumera~ 
ble were given for the sensational changes 
in the stock. It was said that Washington 
and the local bears had been alarmed by 
the placing of a big buying order, and had 
rushed in to cover, which resulted in the 
phenomenal rise already noted. Others had 
it that the rise was the result of pool buy- 
ers. Keene was credited with having the 
management of. this latest combination. 
The subsequent collapse to 904% was said to 
be due to the fact that the big bears in the 
stock had been compelled to make a provis- 
ional settlement at 100. Of course, with the 
elimination of the short interest there was 
no longer any reason to support the price, 
and buying orders were withdrawn with the 
result already noted. Closing transactions 
in the stock were at 9014, a gain for the day 
of only % per cent. The dealings in the 
stock footed up 167,700 shares out of a grand 
total of 351,582. Naturally the bears in the 
other issues were much alarmed early in 
the day, because of the rise in Sugar, and 
made frantic efforts to cover. Their pur- 
chases brought about an advance of % to 
1% per cent, Chicago Gas, Western Union, 
Lead and the Grangers figuring prominently 
In the improvement. Late in the day an 
attack was made on the Grangers, St. Paul 
selling down to 6014, Burlington and Quincy 
to 7914, Rock Island to 6914, Northwestern to 
104%. The sellers of these stocks displaye« 
unusual confidence, and one broker sold 
fully 7,000 shares of St. Paul alone. Chicago 
Gas was another favorite of the sellers, 
and declined to 64%. The result of this 
attack was a very irregular closing, with 
everybody watching for further develop- 
ments in the Sugar deal. Net changes 
show losses of \4@1% per cent outside of 
Whisky and Sugar and. Western Union, 
which gained %@% per cent. Railway and 
miscellaneous bonds were strong with ac- 
tive demand.

Atwood Violett & Co's. Cotton Letter. 


NEW YORK, March 6.—Yesterday proved 
to have been one of the depressions upon 
whicn to buy both here and at Liverpool, 
as the latter closed very strong and l 
point better than yesterday, while this 
market closed 12 points better. Contracts 
have passed into stronger hands, and as the 
big shorts were not adding to their lines 
and the smaller shorts were covering, it 
helped the market very decidedly. Port re- 
ceipts today 13,300, against 9,800 last year 
and 15,384 in 1890. The fluctuations have 
been quite considerable, opening 7 points 
better than last night, theri losing all but 
1 point of the gain and again improving to 
11 points over last night. The feeling seems 
to be growing that, while the port move- 
ment is a little larger than expected, it is 
at the expense of the visible and invisible 
stocks which are likely to come out some 
time between now and September Ist next. 
Texas has contributed largely to the re- 
ceipts at New Orleans and the movement 
at Houston indicates that the purchases of 
last week are being pushed to the seaboard. 
The interior towns, other than Houston, 
are falling decidedly under last year and 
their shipments are very much heavier, in- 
dicating a loss in the supply at the visible 
weekly reported towns, which will con- 
siderably reduce coming into sight “to be 
reperted on Friday, which for this week 
last year was 72,000. The feeling is growing 
among many of the more’ conservative 
houses and operators that to sell contracts 
at current prices is inviting the possibility 
of greater loss than profits. We cannot‘do 
bettér than quote two more reasons given 
by Mr. Hvistendahl in his circular of Feb- 
ruary 23d in favor of cotton as an invest- 
ment. His reason No. 2 is ‘‘Because the 
cotton consumption of the world of fabrics 
made from American cotton represents un- 
doubtedly, as clearly shown on February 
10th, 8,100,000 bales this season, and there- 
fore is it clear that by October ist next 
we shall have a visible supply much re- 
duced approximating closely the figures 
such as we had when we were accustomed 
to look upon 5%d as a cheap price for cot- 
ton.”’” His reason No. 4 is: “Spinners hav- 
ing now used up whetever small reserve 
they accumulated in January will shortly 
have to come to Liverpool and buy their 
full consumption.’’ Since the date of his’ 
last circular Liverpool has been taking 10,- 
000 to 12,000 bales, against 8,000 for the same 
time previdusly- The market has remained 
surprisingly steady at the advance, con- 
sidering how much news of a disquieting 
character regarding the status of the tariff 
bill in the senate is in circulation today, 
with possibilities of further complications 
of the seigniorage bill, which seems to 
promise to be a stumbling block in the way 
of the passage of the’ former.

Chief Connolly Defers Action on the 
Jenkins Street Cases, 


CRIMINAL ACCUSATIONS SWORN OUT 


And Tenof the Houses Will Have to An- 
swer in Court—The Board Will 
Decide Monday. 


Ihe threatened extermination of the deni- 
gers of Jenkins street and vicinity has 
taken quite a different turn from that ex- 
pected by the officials and those vitally in- 
terested 

Chief Connolly has extended the notice of 
removal which he sent to ten of the houses 
and has declared an armistice until the 
meeting of the board of police commission- 
ers next monday afternoon. He proposes .0 
bring first to the attention of the new. com- 
missioners the knotty problem of the social 
evil as it is presented in this case. 

But while the chief has grown pacific 
in his attitude, war has been made upon the 
residents of Jenkins street and vicinity from 
another source. Detective Miller, known io 
Hawkshaw fame through his connection 
with Detective Mehaffey in the development 
of the dumping grounds case, has shown 
his hand. Without consulting Chief Connol- 
ly or any member of the police department, 
he has sworn out criminal accusations 
against the keepers of the ten disreputable 
houses notified to move by Chief Connolly, 
mind will have them prosecuted in the state 
courts. Thus it happens that the demi-monde 
are being warr2d upon from two sides. 

Chief Connolly’s action in delaying decis- 
ive movement concerning these houses, was 
due to a personal inspection made by him- 
self in company with Assistant Chief of Po- 
lice Wright.°He visited the localities com- 
plained of and after Jooking over the field, 
was unwilling to push the cases without 
first having the full sanction of the board 
on the fight. 

Fis reasons are that the locality is remote 
and cut off from the strictly residence com- 
munities, and that very little complaint has 
been received from people residing adjacent 
to he houses. His action is in accord with 
thé past policy of the police board in dealing 
with the social evil. It has been recognized 
by the board that the evil can better be reg- 
ulated and controlled by the police when 
confined within certain limits than when 
scattered throughout the city. Acting on 
this policy, the police department has al- 
ways been strict in enforcing the regula- 
tions upon the houses within the recognized 
localities. Disreputable houses outside of 
these localities have always been moved by 
the chief upon complaint of people in the 
immedicte community. 

Chief Tonnolly on Friday last sent out 
notices to ten of the keepers of the houses 
in the vicinity of Jenkins street. This action 
aroused a protest and the chief went over 
the ground to see for himself if the objec- 
tions were well founded. The situation as 
he found it was such as to induce him to 
extend the notices until after the meeting 
of the board on Monday. Under his orizinal 
order, cases would have heen made acainst 
the ten if they were in the houses after 
Monday. 

The members of the police denartment do 
not approve of the action that has been 
taken agrainst the keeners of the houses 
that have been notified to move, for the 
reason that thev are now in the hands of 
the police denpartr=nt and are being regu- 
lated bv that dena.tment. 


ATLANTA CHARITABLE ASSOCIATION 


Its Annual Session to Be Held Next 
Monday Afternoon.

f Court-The Cases Against 
W olf Dismissed.

An interesting decision was, made yester- 
day by Judge Westmorelar@ im the case of 
Conneff against L. C. Woolf, in which 
Woolf is charged with obstructing legal pro- 


cess. \ 

William Conneff \has for nearly two years 
been a bailiff—and \ja good one—at the court 
of Justice Manning. He has always been 
regarded as one of the best and most trust- 
worthy of officers, and did a good business, 
There was a levy to be maudé and it was 
placed in his hands. The levy was to be 
made on Blacksmith Davis, who is a cli- 
ent of Lawyer Woolf. The attorney in- 
structed his client not to permit the levy to 
be made, in the event that Baihft Conneff 
was the man who attempted to carry out 
the law. 

Conneff appeared on the scene with his 

pers, Which were all in fine legal form, 

but he was told by Davis that he couldn't 
make the levy, as he was not a bonded offi- 
eer. He told the bailif that his attorney 
ned told him not to allow him to make the 
levy, and that he intended to stand by 
what his lawyer had told him to do. There 
was nothing left for the officer but to 
ewear Out @ Warrant charging Lawyer 
Woolf with obstructing legal process. The 
warrant was executed by Deputy Sheriff 
Green and the aliorney quickly succeeded 
jn making bend. 
_Jt was a test case, and both sides rushed 
matters, So that yesterday morning it was 
ealied up by Jucse Westmorelund. The at- 
torpeys for the defense argued that Conneff 
was no officer, as he had not complied with 
the concitions in the codé, embodied in the 
act of 1833. 

Solicitor Thomas argued that Conneff was 
an officer of the law de facto. He cited a 
number of authorities and some decisions 
of the supreme bench in this direction. 

Judge Westinorciand held that Conneff 
was not an efiicer of the law and that his 
act to levy on the property was illegal. He 
said that he thought it was to the interest 
of the citizens to see that the law was le- 
gaily administered, and he proposed to do 
his share in this direction. He also said 
that had this act of Conneff’s occurred 
within ten days after Conneff had been ap- 
pointed bailiff, and before his bond had been 
made, then it would have been all 
right, or if he had been elected by the peo- 
ple and had not given a bond as required 
he would have still been an officer de facto. 
He held, however, that Justice Manning 
could not make an officer de facto by his 
appointment, and that a bond was neces- 
sary. The cases were all dismissed. In ac- 
cordance with the decision of Judge West- 
moreland none of Conneff’s acts, since the 
first ten days, are legal.

MILITARY MATTERS. 


New Additions Make the Fifth Georgia 
Regiment Boys Happy. 


THE MACHINE GUN PLATOON 


A Gattling Gun Furnished by Uncle Sam. 
Will Be Outin a Few Days—Other 
News in Military Circles. 


The boys of the Fifth Georgia regiment 
are nappy. 

The machine gun platoon will be added to 
their ranks in a tew days; the new Gattling 
gun has arrived, and several new com- 
panies have recently enlisted. 

All these things show the men.and officers 
of the regiment that their efforts to build 
up and pertect the militia about Atlanta 
are meeting with success, and they realize 
that in a few months the Fifth Georgia 
will be without a rival in the whole country. 
No other state in the union, except Connec: 
ticut, has a machine gun platoon, and 
this fact, if nothing else, shows what rapid 
strides the state is making in military mat- 
ters. 

Last December, under the reorganization 
act of the state militia, the legislature 

assed a bill providing for the organization 
of machine gun platoons, to be under the 
control and direction of the regimental offi- 
cers. 

The Atlanta men have lost no time in 
taking advantage of this act; the platoon 
has been organized, and next week twenty 
stalwart men,all bedecked in uniforms fresh 
from the shop, will march out to take 
charge of that ominous-looking Gattling 
gun. 

This formidable weapon was forwarded 
to the state by Uncle Sam last week, and 
Since then it has been resting in quiet re- 
pose at the armory of the state capital. 

The machine is made after the model of 
1893, and a beautiful piece of mechanism it 
is. The shining brass cylinders, the long 
glittering barrels, and their threatening 
mouths tell with what rapidity the gun 
— belch out death in the face of the 
oe. 

For some days has the machine gun pla- 
toon been organized. The men have 
gone to work in earnest, and 
next week they expect to undergv an in- 
spection for enlistment. In addition to the 
Gatling gun which they handle, the state 
will probably supply a set of carbines as 
their arms. 

The Platoon Officers.

Charles H. Plyer, lieutenant in com- 
mand. 

W. J. Preston, first sergeant. 

Guy Webb, second sergeant. 

J. A. Alley, third sergeant. 

Fred Saloshin, first corporal.

Lieutenant Plyer, who will take charge 
of the company, is fully versed in all the 
details of drill regulations and in the ca- 
pacity of first lieutenant to the Atlanta Ar- 
tillery he has done good work. 

The ‘uniforms will arrive today. They 
will not differ at all from the regulation 
uniform provided by the state except that 
the trousers stripe is red instead of white. . 

Several other companies have recently 
been added to the Fifth Georgia. 

The Barnesville Blues, an enthusiastic 
set of men under the command of Captain 
E. J. Murphey, and the Granite City 
Guards of Lithonia, commanded by Cap- 
tain W. C. Anderson, were enlisted into 
regular service last week. 

The boys up in Marietta have the mili- 
tary fever bad. The new company in that 
thriving little city is supported by the 
most influential citizens, and made up of 
the most prominent men. This company 
with Captain S. V. Sanford in charge will 
apply for admission to the state militia 
within the next two weeks.
